The yarn made from the 
wool is the raw material for those who 
make it into c!otb, and alter it is made 
into cloth it then becomes tbo raw mc- 
terial of tho tailor or dressmaker, who 
mskes it into garments.

product ot the other. Iron ore as it lies 
m tbe earth is tho raw material for the 
manufacture of iron.

HIS TRIBE REFUSES TO SIGN THE TREATY.

In reply tho diRnilled John Crass said to 


Pratt, ir. a courteous though

speech: '-Before you tell us of what tho 
whiles have done for us look at tlia'- great 
jountry which was once ours and pay us 
what you have arrreed in former treaties.

Tho lir.it 
accomplishment acquired was tho art of 
rolling over. This was very disagrccublo to 
the puppy's young dignity, and though ho 
learned it before long, he ulwnys ilncs it un- 
der protest, barking and getting through it 
as quickly as possible so iis tollmvc it over 
with.

nako merry. Yet, sayr, the Xcw Ytirk 
Graphta, it seems that they have their, 
share of fun even in the nidst of their most 
Important duties. 
" Do funny tilings occur around n bank'!" 


said ono of '.he grnvest-looking of tho boy« 
In the Park Bank the other day. "Well, I 
should say en. Most people have an idea 
that there is nothing except what is prosaic 
ana commonplr.ee in the'bunking b'uslness, 
but Hiey are altogether wrong. Some o£ 
tho funniest scenes I ever witnessed han- 
ncncd right here iirthis bank. I'll give you 
a sample. Years ago a mai; whom we will 
eall Jim Simpson, because that wasn't his 
name, was one of tho depositors. Jiru was 
a character. Ifo kopt a tavern a few miles 
out of the city, nnd did a brink business. Ho 
was a Yorkshire Englishman, stoutly built 
and over six feet high, with a ruddy face 
and kocn, twinkling eyes. 


"Jim used to como in every Saturday tiild 


deposit, his receipts of the wuek, often $300 
orf300. Well, he invariably went through 
the same performance. Standingby adosk 
near tho teller's window ho would take out 
his big pocltot-book,draw out Ins roll of bills 
and begin counting lJ;cm over, leaving tho 
ones, twos, ilvos nnd tcnscach in n separata 
pilo. Tlien he would pickup the lives, lay 
them crossw.se of the tens, count thelti 
again, put the twos across, go through Iho 
sumo process until he satisfied lum.iclf that,' 
his count was correct. It of ten took him. 
Jlftoci! or twenty minutes to get his money 
arranged in shape- for depositing. 


"One day,when t^c had un unusually largo 


amount of money spread out before him, a_

Jim without saying a word, mutod tho old 
man with liis elbow, and pointed to the Iloor 
under the desk. The old fellow supposed, 
of course, that ho had dropped a bill, and 
stooped down to look for it.

But people may 
joke as they like'about tbo country folks; 1 
had cajjch rather do business wjth loom 
than sQmo of ib(i.smart city men who im- 
ugino that they It'npw'cvcry thing and 390111 
to think a cashier is woefully ignorant if ho 
says ho does'l, know them. 


•' An amusing thing took place in our bank 


afcw days ago. A laboring man had been 
givon a check by a well-known contractor, 
nad came in to get his money. I told him ho 
must bo idcnlilicd. Tho mac started, not 
having the faintest idea what tho word 
mean'.. 
" ' Do you mean vaccinated!1 he asked. 
"'No, no,'I replied, after turning away 


to laugh. 'Bring sorcc body here that knows 
you aro thi por.ion named in tho check. Wo 
can't pay nvomy to people wo don't, know.1 


" Tho man departed and returned in about 


ilftcen minutes accompanied by his wil'e. 
Ho seemed heartily surprised u-nen T told 
him that her identification or him would not 
bo sufficient, and that ho must bring some 
body who was known to the people in the 
bank. After 1 had wasted half an tour 
making explanations the maker of the check 
happened to drop in aud 1 got rid of my 
troublesome visitor. 


" I havo seen men (jet so angry over a 


polito request that they may be identified 
that they would actually fear up theft1 
checks, meanwhile denouncing loudly tho 
man who paid his debts with worthlos.1 
pieces of paper instead of cask 


"There arc any number ot people, some- 


times, I thick, as many as nine oat of ton, 
who seem to think it no crime to cheat a 
bank. U there is a streak of meanness 
anywhere in a maa's nature It, will crop out 
whan he is put to tho test on a question of 
money, ^ometimes 1 havo amused myself
